“ Farmers of Kildare, do- not be misled by tt 4 
tyranta taking advantage of your sporti 
spirit! 


Mr. Joseph O'Connor, Co.C., Mylerstown, 
having been moved to the chair, said that he 
thought that in the interests of the country, 
and especially of the County Kildare, it would 
be the greatest mistake in the world under any 
circumstances, some of which were more or less 
exasperating on the part of the Government 
in the way they were treating the country— 
is was no wonder that people were very excited 

to allow any feeling of resentment to prevont 
hunting. He did not see why it should be 
brought into politics at all. Those two things 
should be kept apart, and it would be a great 
mistake for people to cut off their noses to 
spite their faces, for that was what it amounted 
to. Their horse-breeding industry was one of 
the staple industries of the country, while there 
was no doubt that hunting throughout Ireland 
gave a lot of employment. The people identi- 
fed with the Hunt had always been very 
courteous and very civil, and not inclined to do 
harm to anyone's crops. The country’s welfare 
and prosperity were linked up with hunting to 
a certain extent, and he was glad to see that 
representative and large meeting of farmers 
present to consider the matter. 

Lhe Secretary (Mr. F. V. Devere) said that 
as requested he had sent out circulars to a 
limited number of farmers and landholders ask- 
ing them to declare in favour of the continu- 
ance of hunting, which they regarded as vital 
to the future of horse- breeding and farming 
generally in the country, and to these he had 
received 1,552 signatories. (Applause.) 


LABOURERS ANDO THE HUNT. 

Mr. Samuel Wray said that in his district 
the labouring class was entirely in favour of 
carrying on hunting. By the stoppage of 
hunting some hundreds of these men would be 
thrown out of employment.

GOOD YEAR'S TRADING.

BUSINESS IN BELGIUM. 


The twenty-ninth annual meeting of Harrod s 
Stores, Ltd., wae held yesterday on the com- 

ny'’s premises, Brompton road, London, 8. W. 
ir Alfred J. Newton, Bt., Chairman of the 
company, presided, and, in moving the adoption 
of the report and accounts, he said that he 
thought all would agree that the results of the 
years trading were highly satisfactory, espe- 
cially having regard to the fact that a large 
portion of the trade in the grocery, provision, 
and perishable departments had been done at 
a very small profit—in some cases at an actual 
joss—while they had also had to contend with 
all the difficulties consequent upon Government 
restrictions, rationing, and control. Both the 
trader and the public noted with no small 
measure of relief the gradual inctease in the 
supplies of every-day articles of food, and the 
promise of the Government of reduction in the 
price of many foodstuffs within the next few 
weeks. They hoped that at the earliest date 
circumstances permitted Government control 
would be removed, so that they might again re- 
turn to free and open competition, as they felt 
confident that would operate in bringing about 
a lower level of prices, and, by helping to reduce 
the cost of living, remove a great deal of the 
prevalent unrest and anxiety. Last year they 
were facing the most anxious and critical period 
in the shale of the war; now they were face to 
face with another critical period in the life of 
the nation; but if there were shown a spirit of 
good-will, and if the fundamental truth were 
appreciated that without production there could 
be no wealth, and that only through increased 
production could better social conditions bo 
secured, he believed the nation would find a 
satisfactory solution to the present industrial 
difficulties. The present unrest was the greatest 
enemy to progress and development. ealing 
with the report and accounts, he remarked that 
the figures now submitted showed a stronger 
and more satisfactory position even than last 
year. The net profit, after making full prov?- 
sion fer all sinking funds, depreciations, bad 
and doubtful debts, was £352,041—an increase of 
£69,748. That was the largest net profit earned 
in any one year, and was the result of a very 
substantial increase in the business done. The 
total turnover was the largest in the history of 
the company, and the increase in trade also 
created a record. Their policy of giving cus- 
tomers the best value and quality at reasonable 
rrices had contributed largely to that result. 
He thought he was right in saying that they 
worked for as emall a gross _profit—probably 
smalier—as any other large London store—a 
fact well known to their customers. A substan- 
tial part of the increase had come from cus 
tomers outside London, in every part of the 
United Kingdom, whence they were obtaiming 
an ever-increasing nurhber of country customers. 
Harrod’s system of “shopping by post,” and 
the exceptional value given, was becoming more 
widely known and was fully appreciated. They 
anticipated a continual growth in that branch of 
the business, which would be specially provided 
for. Dealing with the figures, the Chairman 
called attention to the increase of £64,990 in 
salaries, wages, commissions, bonuses, and main- 
tenance of staff. They believed in paying the 
staff well and in making every reasonable pro- 
vision for their comfort. The happiest relation- 
ship existed between them. The stocks on hand 
stood at the record figure of £1,068,162—an in- 
crease of £262,354. The stock had been well 
bought, and at present prices would cost con- 
siderably more. Having bought it well, they 
were giving their customers the benefit. As a 
result of the stocks they carried, they were able 
to offer the widest choice and greatest variety of 
any house in the United Kingdom. They pro- 
posed to transfer £50,000 to a & cial con- 
tingency and development fund; and he might 
also say that Dickens and Jones, Lid., showed a 
net profit of £34,114 more at £104,113, as the 
result of another successful year. 

Sir Woodman Burbidge, Bt., C.B.E. (the 
Managing Director), spoke of his recent yisit by 
EE EA to Brussels, where they had good pro- 
spects of trading. They had been trading with 
the Belgian Government for a considerable time, 
and anti¢ipated big developments there, They 
had opened branches in Brussels and Antwerp. 
It was a record trip. He started at twenty past 
eleven in the morning, and was doing business 
in Brussels at four o'clock, They anticipated 
having very early an aeroplane fleet for bringing 
goods from Paris, and had already arranged for 
deliveries twice or three times a week. As to 
the future, he considered they had very bright 
prospects before them. 

The resolution was carriéd unanimously, the 
usual formal business was transacted, and a 
bonus of £3,000 was voted to the directors.

The Tournafilla Co-operative Creamery, Léd., 
Limerick, were summoned before Mr. Swifte, K.C., 
in the Southern Division of the Dublin Police Courts 
yesterday, at the instance of the Dublin Corpora- 
tion, for, as alleged, havi adulterated milk by 
the addition of 8.9 per cent. of water,

Inspector Tutty said that he took the sample at 
Kingebr kige. 

Mr. Edward Farrell, Manager of the Creamery, 
stated that no water was added to the milk, nor 
could any water have got into it in the Creamery. 
The analysis showed that the milk had 38 per cent. 
of fate. which made it valuable for their purpose. 

Mr. Burke etated that 9 per cent. of the samples 
of milk taken from Dublin dairymen was found to 
be adulterated, while in the case of milk coming 
from the country 42 per cent. was adulterated. 

The defendants were fined £1, and £3 costs.
